HOME RULE BEATEN. 


Knocked Out by an Overwhelm- 


ing Majority 


BY THE VOTE III THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 


Powerful Speech of Lord Salisbury in 


Closing the 
Debate—The Weak 


Points of the Bill Punctured 


by Logical Arguments. 


LONDON, Sept. 0.—Although it was 


geneally understood that the house of 
lords would reject the home-rule bill 
last night, the house did not fill up un- 
til after the dinner hour, popular in- 
terest centering in the speech of the 
Marquis of Salisbury, who was not ex- 
pected to rise until towards midnight. 
In the meantime Baron Halsbury, 
Baron Herschell, Baron Monkswelland 
the bishop of Eipon had spoken to half 
empty benches. After 0 o'clock the 
scene outside and inside the house 
livened up as members and visitors be- 
gan streaming in. 
The peeresses', 


strangers' and 
diplomatic galleries 


showed few vacant seats. Conspicu- 
ously occupying a portion of the area 
of the house were twenty-two bishops, 
attired in the capacious robes with 
lawn sleeves. The archbishop of Can- 
terbury, the bishop of London, the 


Xord 


bishop of Oxford and every notable 
church in the country was represented. 
Members of the house of commons 
crowded the recesses and standing 
room around the throne. The lobbies 
held so many people they were impas- 
sable until the police received orders to 
clear them. Outside of the parliament 
houses organized bands from conseva- 
tive workingmen's elubs specially 
formed to incite a jubilant demonstra- 
tion on the"rejection of the home rule 
bill, began to assemble at 10 o'clock. 
Some hint of their intention having 
reached the radical work^ngmen's clubs 
and Irish societies, small detachments 
of these soon appeared on the scene; 
but as a brawl was feared, the police, 
having- been reinforced, broke up the 
different pfroups and kept them mov- 
ing-. Many of the tory club men, find- 
ing their ovation 
scheme balked, 


cleared off, and then the crowd outside 
diminished as the bill passed without 
the announcement of a division. 


The debate in the house reached the 


acme of dullness on the Earl of Mor- 
ley's maunder ings against the bill. A 
number of other peers were on the role 
to speak, but a sense of weariness af- 
fected them as well as the house gen- 
erally 
So Lord Sali&bury, seizing a 


chance during a momentary pause, and 
amid rapturous cheers, at 10:30 o'clock 
began his speech. 


Lord Salisbury said he felt that there 


was no satisfaction, in occupying the 
position he occupied—that of the last 
person to speak against home rule in 
the course of the present session. Bnt 
although it was a position of much di&- 
tiction, it had many inconveniences. 
In particular the ground of debate had 
already been so fully occupied that 
there was little now left few* him to 
say. Throughout the debate one ques- 
tion constantly present in his mind 
was. Why had the government intro- 
duced such a bill? 
Ou this point 


the house had received no sufficient 
enl ightenment 
The peers who had 


defended 
the bill hud made able 


Bpeeches without much reference to 
the real nature of the bill. The lord 
chancellor, Lord Herschell, had virtu- 
ally tokt them that he did not quite be- 
lieve with the government on one sub- 
ject- In dealing with the retention of 
Irish irtt'inbers at Westminster—which 
was an outrage on England so enor- 
mous and so grotesque that it was a 
surprise that it had ever found a place 
in a proposal emanating from a respon- 
sible government—the lord chancellor 
had declared that he was not in- 
clined to associate himself with so 
desperate 
a 
clause, 
but 
would 


prefer some other arrangement. Then 
in dealing with the abandonment of 
landlords, the loud chancellor had ad- 
mitted that their fate would be terri- 
ble, but baid they had brought it on 
themselves 
Finally, the lord chan- 


cellor had finished his account of his 
own intellectual position fey protest- 
ing with a vigor thoroughly severe 
against anybody desiring to know the 
real opinion of any cabinet member 
upon a cabinet bill. 


The secretary 
of foreign affairs 


(Lord Roseberry) also had avoided the 
burning stibjects underlying the gov- 
ernment's policy. The problem which 
the foreign secretary seemed to havo 
Bet himself to solve was how in an 
hour's speech to avoid giving pledges 
that might be inconvenient in future, 
and he had solved the problem with 
absolute success 
[Laughter.] 


The 
foreign 
secretary had sur- 


rounded the dawn of the history of 
Gladstone and home rule in 1885 with 
a brilliant atmosphere of legend that 
would doubtless delight poetic critics 
in the future. He had implied that in 
188.1 the conservatives had suddenly 
interrupted the current of coercive leg- 
islation and had cut the ground from 
under the feet of the liberals, rendering 
it impossible for them to assume that 
policy io the future. But in June, 
1886, when the division was taken that 
terminated the existence of the liberal 
government, they had not produced a 
single cause giving or perpetuating 
coercion. During the short subsequent 
period in which the conservatives had 
heldt>fftco the Intention wasannouneed 


to strengthen the Irish criminal law. 
Those, therefore, who had professed a 
change of opinion because the con- 
servatives had not been sufficiently 
prompt in enforcing the criminal law, 
had made most miserable excuses. - 


Much had been said of the benefits 


of autonomous government, but hod 
there been for a century s statesmen 
bold enough to propose that an auton- 
omous colony should send eighty mem- 
bers to the imperial parliament repre- 
resenting no interest in England, and 
bound by no responsibility with re- 
spect to the possible application 
laws that parliament passed? The ab- 
surdity of such a position was enough 
to send a man to ISedlam. How could 
they get rid of the irish questions in 
the presence of eighty members seek- 
ing to 
make 
themselves 
market- 


able wares 
in 
negotiations with 


the ministers? Would these men. sent 
by Archbishop Walsh, be quiet on ques- 
tions of religion ami education? What 
appeared to shine visibly through all 
argments was that home rule was a 
policy of despair. The liberals had 
said 
"You have failed; we do not 


know how to succeed; but we will try 
something that nobody has tried be- 
fore. ' 


What moral or political right had 


any government to embark 011 such an 
experimental policy in Ireland, divided 
to her base by party conflicts, which, 
during seven centuries English rule 
had rather increased than diminished. 
Represenative government never flour- 
ished on a soil where homeogenity 
was wanting. This policy would be 
necessary in dealing with ordinary 
men, 
and more than made necessary 


In dealing with a race that for cen- 
tures had hated England 


Lord Salisbury reminded the home 


of the opinion the country held before 
this terrible change occurred, when 
the liberal party was healthy in the 
hands of the liberal politicians and not 
in the hands of deserters. Then, he 
said, however much thejr might have 
disagreed on local and international 
questions, he felt sure that on all im- 
perial questions their hearts had 
beaten true to tho empire as had the 
hearts of conservatives. 
Macaulley, 


when he sat with the liberals, and 
Gladstone when he sat with the 
conservatives [laughter], had said that 
they would regard the repeal of tho 
union as fatal to the empire, anil would 
never consent to it 
If England had 


told their lordships that she wanted 
this horror the case might have been 
different, but he believed that to be 
impossible. As long as England was 
true to herself, she would never allow 
this atrocious, this mean, this treach- 
erous revolution. 


Their lordships would be untrue to 


the duty devolved upon them from a 
splendid ancestry and untrue to their 
highest traditions if they failed to re- 
ject the bill 
[Loud cheers.] 


Lord Salisbury spoke for an hour 


and a quarter. Ilis conclusion was 
market! by quiet eloquence. 
Some 


signs of waning-vigor were noticed In 
him, 
but these are, in part at least, 


attributed to the oppressive heat in 
the chamber. The Earl of Kimberly, 
lord president of the council and sec- 
retary of state for India, briefly re- 
plied to Lord Salisbury, 


The lord chanellor then put the mo- 


tion for the second reading of the bill. 
He caused some merriment by saying: 
I think the 'contents' have it." Very 


loud and determined was the rival cry: 
'The noncontents have it." 


The house divided at midnight, and 


the result was the rejection of the mo- 
tion by a vote of 41!) to 41

Lord Iladley returned from a hunting 
expedition on the Zambesi river in or-

went with the majority. The informa- 
tion of the result was received with 
laughter and some ehe ering.

WA8HINOTON. Sept 8 —The resolution offered 
yesterday by Mr Wolcott, calling for Infor- 
mation as to the bounty paid on maple 
sugar, having been laid before the senate, Mr 
Wolcott expressed surprise at the brusqueness 
of his response to Mr Gallineer yesterday, 
and said that he wished now to'modify his 
resolution in accordance with Mr Oatlinger's 
suggcatlon—to cover all kinds of sugar He, 
thereupon, moaiflod his resolution according- 
ly, and It was agreed to. 


The senate then took up the repeal bill, and

He favored the repeal of the Sherman act, not 
In part but the whole He did not believe that 
the Sherman act had been tho cause of the 
financial troubles of the country and he believed 
that they would pass away without tbe repeal

.._ >M« dressmakers, who serve the 
wealthiest customers, do not return to 
New York until late in March, when 
most of the shops have received their 
season's goods. They do this In order 
a obtain the very last fashions from 
Paris and to avoid the duplication of 
their designs toy the shops. There,!* 
already a tendency to reduce the width 
of the dress rather to add to it, and 
[oar and a half yards la the conserva- 
tive limit in width, which is likely to 
be adopted for onr spring and summer 
tklrta The skirts of six-yard width, 
which may be considered the extreme 
limit of width which the dress skirt has 
reached this winter, have been worn by 
a few women, but there is no danger 
that this extreme width will be the rule. 
All dress skirts for the street now clear 
the sidewalk by a quarter of an inch, 
which leaves thAn long enough in front 
to conceal theVteet, and is altogether 
the'most graceful length of skirt which 
we caa\ have.
